1 . Claims 2, 4-6 and 14-15 are presently allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach a patch antenna comprising a patch conductor, a 
ground conductor, a dielectric substrate having a first surface and a second surface situated 
opposite the first surface, and further having a first thickness and a second thickness situated 
adjacent the first thickness, and an abrupt step in thickness situated between the first thickness 
and the second thickness, the first thickness being different from the second thickness, wherein 
the abrupt step in thickness is situated in alignment with the patch conductor between the first 
end and the second end of the patch conductor and offset from and in non-lignment with the 
center of the patch conductor; and wherein the patch antenna exhibits a radiation pattern which is 
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asymmetric along the length of the antenna due to the abrupt step in thickness of the dielectric 
substrate in combine with other features as defined in claim 15.
